Tha  proposal  of  Mtas  Sylvi^  VtHMt" 
horat  that  all  tha  poor  people  of  London 
should  rt'tMM  to  pay  their  rente,  and 
bring  upon  themselvea  the  horrors  of 
evlctton  In  the  bitter  weather,  la  bo 
wicked,  that  U  is  hard  to  conceive  of 
any  woman   putUngr  it  forward. 

The  sufferers  from  such  a  Course 
wouW  be  chiefly  women  and  children. 
In  the  great  city  there  are  thousands 
of  women  ivho  make  a.  Uvlngr.  precarious 
enough,  by  renting"  their  rooms  to 
others,  liet  anyone  with  a  particle  of 
Imagination  try  to  Imagine  the  plight 
of  these  half '•clad,  badly-fed  children,  If 
they  were  deprived  of  the  wretched 
shelter    their    parents    afford    them. 

And  what  Is  to  be  gained  by  tlie  re- 
fusal to  pay  rent?  Not  tlie  amelioration 
of  conditions,  which  l«  the  aim  of 
British  statesmen  and  phllanthronlstB, 
but  tlie  bestowal  of  the  franchise  on 
women,  whose  fllness  for  the  privilege 
the  Pankhursts  and  tlieir  followers  are 
doing    80    much    to    disprove. 

When  we  compare  the  heartless  atti- 
tude towards  the  poor,  taken  by  Miss 
Sylviii.  Pankhurst.  with  that  of  the  late 
General  Booth  and  the  hundreds  of  set- 
tlement workers  who  imve  forced  the 
authorities  to  Improve  housing  condi- 
tions, the  philanthropists  who  have 
Built  garden  cities,  or  the  pitiful  men 
and  women,  who,  like  Dr,  Barnado,  liavo 
taken  the  little  ones,  and  sheltered  and 
reared  and  trained  them,  we  see  in  a 
stronger  light  the  lengths  to  wliloh  a 
selflsh    obsession    will    lead   women. 

Keed  of  Pioneer  "Woman 
There  Is  much  talk  in  these  days  of 
plan.s  for  promoting  settlement,  and 
wepk  by  week  families  are  making  tholi- 
way  east  and  north  to  the  lonely  places 
of  this  great  Province.  Already  the 
"West  Coast  .  of  "Vancouver  Island  Is 
dotted  with  clearings.  There  are  farms 
and  villages  to  bts  seen  at  Intervals 
along  the  line  of  railroad. 

Alonfe  the  East  Coast  of  Vancouver 
Island,  thanks  to  tliQ  wl.'«e  devotion  of 
Rev.  .lohii  Anttt,  and  the  labors  of 
Churclj  of  England  and  other  mission- 
ary societies,  there  are  small  hoapltals 
to  wliloli  injured  men  and  sirk  women 
can   be   taken. 

In  a  few  of  the  inland  towns  the 
Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  has  haon 
establlshod,  but  In  the  great  majority  of 
cases,  the  women  who  go  on  the  farms, 
do  ,ao  at  th«  risk  of  being  alone 
when    tliey   need   help   mi>«t. 

A  lady  from  one  of  llio  V>'eaX  CoaUt 
settlements,  who  lian  three  little  chil- 
dren, told  the  writer  that  tho\igh  the 
services  of  a  doctor  had  been  Heriircid 
by  subscription,  an  excellent  plan,  no 
provision    was   mado   for   a  nurse. 

Tho.«ie  who  know  how  much  harm 
may  be  done  by  Ignorant  attendance,  or 
worse  still,  by  the  lack  of  any  In  cases 
of  serious  Illness,  will  not  wonder  that 
young  women,  who  would  rlieerfully 
bear  labor,  loneliness  nnd  privation, 
cannot  face  the  risk  of  being  without 
care,  or  seeing  those  they  love  .suffer 
for  want  of  care,  .ihould  serious  illnesB 
nttsck  thp  home.  Is  It  nny  wonder  that 
Homelimes  anxiety  leads  to  serious 
mental  Ills,  or  that  neglect  ruins  the 
constitution  of  many  a  woman  who 
should  have  lived  to  a  green  old  age? 
Canada  Is  a  rich  country,  and  our  own 
Province  has  Kreat  resources.  It  ought 
not  to  be  impossible  to  devise  some 
plan  by  which  both  a  doctor  and  a  com- 
petent nurse  would  be  near  enough  to 
be  Riimmoned  when  need  arlsps.  There 
Is  nothing  our  Province  needs  .<io  much 
as  that  women  should  accompany  their 
hushands  to  the  fertile  valleys  that  are 
waiting  for  the  farmer  and  the  fruit- 
grower. If  cottage  hospitals  or  nursing 
stations  were  establl.shcrl  al  Intervals 
when  settlement  begins,  far  more  than 
Imlf  the  objections  to  country  life  for 
tiie    woman    would    be    removed.

LONDON.  Nov,  20. — The  decision  of 
the  Oxford  University  ofnclals  In  ref- 
erence to  Rhddes  scholars  has  aroused 
widespread  dleousslon.  In  some  quar- 
ters it  Is  regarded  as  showing  that 
the  British  have  been  taught  another 
lesson  on  the  necessity  of  specialising, 
and  In  others  It  is  felt  that  the  de- 
elsioin     requires     defending. 

It  has  been  patent  for  some  time 
that  English  public  school  recruits  are 
placed  at  a  disadvantage  In  Freshman 
sports  owing  to  the  competition  of  the 
post-graduates  from  America  and  tho 
Overseas  Dominions.  The  majority  of 
these  nhodes  scholars  by  the  laws 
governing  the  Rhodes  bequest,  must 
nssds  show  Athletic  as  well  as  mental 
abMlty.  It  h4a  thus  frequently  hap- 
pened that  American  and  Colonial 
champions  have  become  students  uf 
Oxford    University. 

An  authority  on  the  subject,  writing 
in  the  Pall  Mall  Oasette.  says:  "Mat 
ters  were  broujrht  to  a  head  this  year 
by  the  victory  of  the  foreigners  at  th* 
freshmen's  meetlmr,  when  sn  admitted- 
ly poor  lot  of  English  school  recruits 
were  pitted  against  a  powerful  lot  of 
Ithodes  scholars,  including  many  <-hsm- 
plons.'"

A  gymnasium  modernly  appointed  and

At  this  meeting, 
and  the  wubeequent  meeting  on  May  26, 
many  details  In  connection  "with  the 
pro  rating  of  the  cost  of  the  bridge  and 
approaches,  and  the  nocesBary  agree- 
ments as  to  running;  rights,  were  dealt 
with,  and  a  tentatlv*<  understanding  ar- 
rived at  between  -•  Ties,  without 
prejudice,  that  the  nment  would 
pay  f  150.000  towards  tho  cost  of  the 
bridge.  tJieSi.  &  N.  Railroad  Company 
$80,000,  the  B.  C  Electric  Company  $60.- 
000,  condltJonally,  and  the  city  the  bal- 
anoe,  including  provision  for  tlie  East- 
ern approach. 

The  time  between  May  and  August 
was  consumed  in  the  different  ooni- 
paniea'  consultations  with  their  prin- 
cipals and  with  the  city  In  an  attempt 
to  arrive  at  a  joint  agreement.  On  ac- 
count of  the  difficulty  of  bringing  all 
parties  interested  Into^accordj  the  Gov- 
ernment appointed  Htv.  qT  F.  Davie 
tholr  agent,  to  expedite  bringing  the 
parties  to  a  «atl8fa<ftory  understanding. 
Towards  the  clOse  of  July  a  new  pos- 
sibility presented  itself  of  the  E.  &  N.'a 
viilliDisneSs  to  donate  a  right-of-way 
through  their  property  between  Store 
Stroiet  and  the  bridge,  on  certain  con- 
ditions. On  this  account,  the  Mayor  olj- 
tained  from  the  city  assessor  a  com- 
parative estirpate  of  the  cost  to  the 
city  of  the  approach  to  the  bridge  In 
line  With  Johnson  atfeet,  and  an  inter- 
mediate location  between  Johnson  and 
Cornnorant,  which  latter  would  serve 
both  thoroughfares  eiiually.  The  esti- 
mate showed  a  difference  in  favor  of 
tlio  new  location  of  some  JSO.OOO, 
which.  Judging  from  previous  ©xperl- 
enc«  of  arbitration  proceedings,  would 
mean  between  ?75,000  and  $100,000 
probably.  On  taking  this  matter  up 
with  the  Engineer,  and  later  with  a 
.-special  comrnittee  of  the  Conncll,  tVils 
proposed  change  was  strongly,  favored. 
The  committee  Instructed  the  city  en- 
ijlneer  to  lose  no  time  in  discussing 
this  point  and  the  matter  of  tho  height 
H)t  the  bridge  above  water  with  Mr. 
Gamble.  Mr,"  Gamble  Imd  at  this  time 
gout)  for  his  holidays  and  has  not  been 
available,  on  one  account  or  another, 
for  a  consultation  with  the  city  en- 
gineer   from    that    llmo    until    lately. 

Prior  to  the  late  mcoting  with  the 
Government,  the  matter  was  placed  be- 
fore the  City  -Council,  which  tentatively 
gavo  preterePc-e  to  the  propoRori  change 
of  location. 

In  the  matter  of  tho  height  above 
water.  It  was  not  until  late  on  in  the 
proceedlngn  that  the  Mayor  was  aware 
of  tho  Intention  to  raise  the  brldgu 
eight  feet  above  tho  present  bridge,  but 
he  took  the  carlinst  opportunity  to 
notify  the  PremlPr  Mint  it  would  mean 
a  serlo\is  additional  I'ost  to  the  city  on 
account  of  claims  for  damages'  to  pro- 
perty between  the  waterfront  and  .Store 
Street,  Including  Wharf,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  .also  called  his  attention  to 
the  large  dIffBrenco  of  cost  to  the  city 
hctwepn  the  site  dfitormlned  upon  by 
the  Government,  with  cons'ent  of  Ihe 
City  Council,  and  of  the  proposed 
change  of  location  about  one  hundred 
feet  north.  This  was  just  before  the 
Premier  left  for  Kurope.  He  promised 
the  matter  his  conslderntlon,  which  he 
ha*  been  unable  to  give  to  It  until  his 
return  at  this  time. 

Kcvertlng  to  tho  mfM'ling  In  March, 
the  Mayor  represented  to  the  Premier 
tho  difficulty  Ihe  city  was  experiencing 
In  providing  «inploymfiU  for  Its  cltl- 
zwMM.  reijueKHng  that  the  Oovernment 
Imniedlalely  proceed  wUh  tho  road  Im- 
provements on  the  KP.«ierve.  This  he 
undertook  to  endeavor  to  do.  and,  as 
thcrp  has  Ot  no  time  been  any  sugges- 
tlon  of  clmngp  of  location  of  the  wflst 
end  nf  the  briilgp,  this  could  have  been 
done. 

Tbfi  oidiiiary  difricultlPK  of  bringing 
iiMir  lnlerest«rt  parties  to  a  common 
agrrpment  in  regard  tc  pro  rata  nf  cost. 
nmi:lnK  rightrr  and  legal  technlcalltleR, 
naiurslly  consumed  the  time  from 
March  to  August.  The  delay  from  Au- 
gUBl  to  tho  present  has  bpen  due  to  the 
absence  "f  the  Premier,  w.ho  had  as- 
rfumod  the  control  of  the  whole  project, 
nnd  of  his  pnglneer,  In  whom  he  had 
vested   the  c.lrrylnp  out  of  ths  practical

were  other  important  reasons  has  be^n 
clearly  apparent  fnun  the  first,  whlc.h

iRevertinif  ag^n  tO'  ttas  alleged  dalay. 
prior  to  th<»  Pramler'a .  departtur*  for 
&uroiHV  he  iubdAot  succeeded  in  >atii»- 
•fylng  the  railroad  companies  as  to  their 
ehar«  in  the  transaction.  It  a  com- 
plete understanding  hod  been  arrived  at 
beforo  the  Premier  left,  and  the  city 
had  immediately  •submitted  a  money  by- 
law for  a  quarter  of  a  miUlon  at  tho 
same  tlmd  as  the  vote  for  Sonke  Lake, 
there  would  have  been  very  little  likeli- 
hood of  realizing  on  the  debentures 
short  of  next  Marcli.  This  leaves  us 
depetident  upon  tho  larger  money  re- 
sxiurces  of  the  Provincial  Government, 
if  anything  was  to  have  been  done  of  a 
practical  nature.  If  what  The  Colonist 
says  is  true,  that  the  Government  has 
boen  and  is  in  a  financial  position  to 
proceed  with  the  work,  why  did  it  not 
start  the  work  which  was  not  in  ques- 
tion last  March,  or  later? 

But,  to  come  down  to  dollars  and 
cents:  In  the  last  part  of  the  negotia- 
tions with  the  Premier  on  Tuesday.  I 
requested  him  to  consider  and  inform 
me  whether,  in  the  event  of  tho  city's 
approving  the  plans  and  passing  the  by- 
law immediately,  or  at  the  annual  elec- 
tion, he  would  be  able  to  make  arrange- 
ments Whereby  the  Government  would 
find  the  means  to  proceed  with  the 
work,  accepting  the  city's  debenture  Is- 
sue as  collateral  of  the  city's  share  of 
the  cost  until  such  time  as  the  city  Is- 
sue could  be  disposed  of  upon  the  mar- 
ket. This  the  Premier  promised  to  con- 
sider, but,  later,  remarked  that,  on  ac- 
count of  the  delays  which  had  already 
occurred,  it  might  be  difficult  in  any 
event  to  raise  money.  This  strengthens 
tho  opinion  that  I  have  held  through- 
out, that  the  Government  has  been  In 
no  better  position  flnapclally  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  work  proposed  than  Is 
tho  city.  ■■■,■.■'''•■      ■ .'.  ■  . 

The  delay  on  account  of  tfie  absenbc 
of  the  Premier  and  Mr.  Gamble  not- 
withstanding. U  may  be  March  before 
the  necessary  money  is  in  sight  with 
which  to  proceed.  If  this  is  true,  al- 
though no  time  should  be  lofft  In  read- 
ing an  agreement  on  all  points  in  ques- 
tion, on  account  of  the  heavy  propor- 
tion of  cost  falling  upon  the  city,  and 
the  city's  position  in  regard  to  Its  othur 
financial  requirements,  wo  .should  be 
absolutely  sure  of  our  groun<1  before 
suhmltUng  a  by-law.  If  ii  will  not 
expedite  the  work  to  Eftibmit  a  by-law 
before  the  next  annual  election,  then 
there  is  no  need  for  tho  city  to  bo 
rushed  into  an  uncertain  deal.

The  llowers  arf  pink  and  bell  shaped 
and  the  fruit,  about  the  sUe  of  iv  largo 
black  currant,  a  bright  red,  very  dry 
and  mealy,  quite  sweet  and  full  of 
large  seeds,  forming  a.  favorite  Winter 
food  for  grouse  and  other  birda.  The 
natives  use  the  leaves,  dried  and  mixed 
with  tobacco,  for  smoking.  The  stems 
are  of  a.  dull  red  color.  Its  range  Is 
very  groat,  extending  clear  ocross  the 
continent,  and  Its  habitat  poor,  barren 
soils,  •

In  a  short  time  the  bird 
discovered  the  sweot  feast,  and  svmk 
Its  bill  deep  down  In  tho  bloaHom  Into 
the  bottlp_  Then  Miss  Dolbear  began 
to  gradually  tear  off  tho  petals  of  the 
blossom  until  the  day  arrived  -when 
the  bott.l«  was  left  without  Us  flower 
stopper.  But  the  humming  bird  had 
learned  by  this  time  that  the  sweet- 
ened water  was  In  the  bottle,  and  went 
unhesitatingly  to  It  for  a  drink.  Then 
the  'bottle  was  removed  to  a  window- 
slll,  and  the  bird  followed  it  there. 

At  laet  the  bottle  was  brought  In- 
side the  room,  and  the  bird  came  in 
and  became  a  -captive.  This  proc«>s.s 
i.s  called  taming  by  the  "bottle  habit." 
In  connection  with  this  bottle  habit. 
Miss  Dolbear  conducted  a  little  experi- 
ment as  much  for  her  own  pleasure  as 
for  any  scientific  value  it  might  pos- 
sess. 

iShe  put  four  toottles  on  the  window 
gill,  each  with  a  different  kind  of 
sweetened  water.  The  bird  tried  thom 
all.  decided  he  liked  the  honey  and 
water  beat,  and  on  all  subsequent 
trips  passed  scoinfully  over  the  other 
bottles  until  he  came  to  his  honey  and 
water    concoction. 

The  tremendous  strength  of  the 
breast  hiuscles  In  comparison  with  the 
ulae  Is  one  of  the  observations  which 
Miss  Dolbear  made  of  her  captive 
birds,  this  muscular  strength  being 
needed  for  the  constant  fluttering 
whioh  the  bird  keeps  up  In  order  to 
inMintain  Its  halance  when  sipping 
honey   from  a  flower. 

This  fluttering,  by  the  wacjr.  la  Itept 
up  at  suoh  a  speed  that  at  present 
there  is  no  camera  quick  enough  to 
catch  it,  *o  hummlnB  bird  pictures 
t«a<an  when  the  bird  Is  j^olsed  over  a 
Aow«r  are  Invariably  blurred  and  tndla- 
tinct. 

Tho  dlfflcultles  whloli  Miss  Dolbear 
will  meet  in  catching  her  birds  this 
Bumnver  are  many.  They  are  so  fra- 
gile .that  she  dares  not  commission 
Hnyone  to  secure  them  for  her,  for 
fear  the  tiny  bird  will  be  crushed  by 
m.    clumsily    managed    net. 

"And  the  birds  are  far  too  rar*," 
Bho  says,  "for  a  slnsrle  little  life  even 
10    be    sacrlflcod." 

Tho  ruby-throated  species  Is  the  only 
kind  east  of  the  Mississippi,  although 
there  are  about  oOO  kinds  on  this  con- 
tinent. There  are  none  at  all  on  the 
other    oontlnent. 

High  winds,  a  sudden  cold  wave,  or 
a  sharp  rainstorm,  are  often  fatal  to  tho 
little  birds,  and  these  things  aooounl 
somewhat  for  their  rarity.  But  oom- 
mercial  purposes  arc  also  exterinlnatlng 
them,  for  In  South  America  their  bright 
fpftthers  are  used  for  gay  .picture  cards, 
and  in  Mexico  they  are  being  killed  In 
order  that  their  feathers  may  be  sent 
Ho  -FJiance  for  the  (manufscture  of 
dainty,    wonderful    shoes. 

The  birds  begin  to  go  north  in  the 
niUldU  of  Msy,  and  It  Is  In  thad  month 
that  Miss  Dolbear  hopes  to  get  the 
greatest  number.  Al though  the  little 
ihlng.i  are  frffti  they  often  fly  as  far 
north    as    Labrador. 

In  spite  of  fhP  fac(  that  Miss  Dol- 
hejiT  bi«s  been  advised  thiit  It  wIVL  be 
prsctioally  Impossible  to  produce  any 
now  species. of  permanence,  she  Is  de- 
termined to  try  this  thing  al  least, 
r<ir  she  ressons  that  If  there  are  500 
species.  It  ought  to  be  possible  to  so 
brpfrt  them  that  nc  wspecle.w  will  be 
rorlhcomlng, 

'■I  know  hybrids  are  not  fertllf-."  she 
s«vs,  "iHit  I  have  visions  of  repro- 
ihK'Ing  Hi  least  one  more  beautiful 
iipeclea." 

This  work  with  humming  birds  Is  not 
J**^B  Dolbear's  first  experience  with 
birds,  for  since  she  was  a  llitl«  girl 
slu>  bBK  been  petting  and  watclilng  all 
the  members  of  the  feathered  iT»»«ilon 
thnt  she  could  And.  Her  father,  th"? 
lute  Adolph  E.  Dolbear,  of  Tufts  r»l- 
lege,  ft  noted  physicist,  encouraged  hur 
to  study  the  birds  In  a  sclentinc  wny, 
and  she  t<>lls  with  delight  of  the  cha- 
wlnk  that  used  to  oowo  and  take  b)-»«k- 
fasi  with  tho  family  every  mornlnr, 
h'>r  saucer  being  placed  on  th*>  (aide 
wUh   crumbs    in    It. 

"We  used  to  talk,  and  bod  talk." 
Miss  Dolbear  says,  "and  when  his  lit- 
tle family  got  big  *norigh  he  used  to 
bring  them  along,  although  he  nev<«r 
would  let  them  r(ini«>  In — nlwayn  iriarlc 
thf-m  stsy  .lusf  oulsldf  the  window."

"Things  in- 
deed have  'C9me  tO  .«.  pretty  pass," 
he  writes,  "when  an  olflcer  and  a 
gentleman  wjll  buy  Wid  wear  a  sec- 
bnd-hand  tunlc^.^  trousers,  riding 
breeches,  helmelj/^and  cap  .  .  .  it 
is  dlilficult  tcr"^  conceal  one's  disgust 
and  dismay  dt  an  officer  condescend- 
ing to  wear,  not  only  second-liand 
clothes,  but  clothes  that  have  been 
mixed  up  with  all  the  horrible  para- 
phernalia Of  a  second-hand  clothes 
»hop,  wherife  Infection,  moths  and 
other  undesirable  things  may  well  t>e 
present  and  unavoidable  whatever 
care  may  be  taken  to  prevent  it.  But 
in  addition  to  buying  these  uniforms, 
what  can  be  •  worse  than  for  the 
younger  men.  ignorant  of  the  world 
running  the  risk  at  the  outset  of 
their  career,  of  getting  into  the 
clutches  of  these  people:  and  being 
pressed  to  •  borrow  money  which  they 
personally,'  may  never  be  able  to  re- 
i>tty.  Neither  the  bu.vlng  of  the  ne- 
cessary uniforms,  which  are  cheaper 
than  they  usAcl  to  be.  nor  the  cost  of 
living,  which  is  also  Is  Jess,  can  In  any 
way  Justify  or  mitigate  the  conduct 
of  Itiese  oOIcers;  whlie  as  a  matter 
of  faOt  dfflceirs  Xet  an  allowance  for 
the  purchase  of  their  outnte." 

The  statements  contained  in  tho 
above  letter  were  sharply  crltlci«ed 
by  the  manager  of  a  West-end  Arm 
who  do  a  largo  business  in .  "second- 
hand" uniforms. 

"Ou^  ;ira«e,•^  ne  aikUit  "S*  dohe  'en- 
tirely on  a.  .tfiurtt-  bBJils,  and  every 
thihg  la  most  carefully  creased, 
and  disinfected— in  fact,  made  lik.- 
new.  Were  It  not  for  the  firms  such 
as  ours  the  young  officer  would  nnd 
It  far  more  difficult  to  make  both 
ends  meet  ^than  he  now  does.  Tlie 
full  kit  neoesflary  for  a  young  man 
Joining  a  smart  cavalry  regiment 
would  probably  cost  ot  least  I2r.0 
new.  We  can  supply  the  .same  kit 
undtstlivgutshable  from  new  for  flOn. 
Of  course,  if  an  officer  is  po.sse8Sed 
of  ample  means  he  Is  quite  rifcht  lo 
buy  his  outfit  new,  but  for  poorer 
men — well,  we  are  a  godsend.  Tou 
would  be  surprised  to  hear  how  many 
officers,  from  lieutenants  up  to  gen- 
erals— yes,  we  have  two  or  tlireo  gen- 
erals on  our  books — buy  their  uni- 
forms from  Arms  such  ns  ours.  Kvery- 
thlng  can  b«  obtained  second-hand 
wlilcii,  when  new,  cost  four  guineas, 
can   he  «e<nired  for  ifis.  each.
